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"\HE French Army lyes within a League of 
us: A great many. Deſerters who come, 
A; declare that the French are in amilſerable 
Condition for want of all Neceflaries, eſpecially 
Money. The other Day the Duke of Luxemburg 
came with ſome Horſe to view our Left Wing; 
Four were taken, - and himſelf, with the re 
(being well Hors'd) eſcaped very narrowly, being 
Chaſed by our Men within theit ownOut-Guards. 
A great Number of their Out-Guards are almoſt 
every Day taken and bronght into us. Praiſed 
be God we have Plenty of every thing in our 
Camp, at very Reaſonable Rates. 

The French were never fo Cruel and Outragi- 
ous as they have been this Year, ſparing neither 
Church nor Cloyſter, which they never medled 
with in theſe Parts before. This Cruelty occaſi- 
ons an incredible Scarcity in their Camp, becauſe 
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the Boors dare not venture any thing to be Soft 
among them. | 
We have very unconſtant Weather, either ex- 
ceſhive Heat, or exceſhve Rains, and often both 
of themin one Day. Inever heard fo much Thun- 
der in any Seven Years of my.Life, as {igce; we 
came tothe Field ; ſeldom one Day-paflihg with- 
aut{ome Thunder.or Rain. ;..... 1,7 . __-:c-- 
Upon Treſday the 24th. of Hep laſt, about 10 
a Clock art Night, there fell a Fhinder-Bok in 
rhe Center of Coll. Mackay's Regiment; between 
Two Tents of the Common Souldiers;.the Re- 
port of it was a great deal ſharper than thar of a 
24 Pounder, but by far lowder;and more territy- 
ing, being AP CORLd IP terrible Thunder : 
It diſabled Seven Men, Four whereof were in the 
Lieutenant General's Son's Company, and the 
other Three in Captain Markenzie's. The Men 
were ſleeping in their Tents when the Thuzder= 
Bolt fell. Ir ſet the Straw of one Tent on Fire, 
but it was quickly put out again. . The Skin of 
that part of their Bodies which lay neareſt the 
Farth was torn off and ſcorch'd, as if 'it had been 
broil'd ona Grid-Iron;, yet their Shirts and other 
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Cloaths, that were under and aboye them, had 


not received the leaſt token of any harm, or mark 
of the Fire. One of the-Tent-trees, at the Roof 
was cruſhed to pieces, and. ſhreaded as ſmall as 
the Hairs of a Bruſh, yet the Canvas of the Tent 


had not any harm, nor any mark of Fire. 

There was a Sword and Biorier in the ſame Tent melted in their 
Scabaids, yer-the Scabards received no harm, only the ſhafe upon 
che end wazmelted away. Theſe/rwo: were lying wich ſome Col- 
\Jars of Bandeliers full of Powder, yes the Powder did not take :. There 
are good hopes of the Mens, recoyery, Thexe was no other-harm 
done in our Camp by the Thunder only a, Captain's Tent of ano- 
ther Regiment ſunk #2 Foo in che Ground! was dug up again with 
out any damage. __': ?
